Subpoenas 
were ordered issued, and the mo- 
tion for a continuance was over- 
ruled. A special demurrer to the 
indictment on the ground that it 
did not specify the principal in the 
assassination, was overruled, as 
was Taylor's pardon of Powers, of 
fered as a plea in bar. The State 
consented to pay the expenses 
of Howers' indigent witnesses.

Tl j r 
riage was celebrated at ilaybfeal; da 
tbe morning after the battle, and was 
conducted by the priest who hud a 
moment before been rending mns9 
over the slain. 

Even the misery which existed in 
the trenches before Sebastopol dur- 
ing the dreary winter of 1854 was 
broken by a wedding celebrated in ac- 
tual battle, the desultory firing from 
the city forts and the corresponding 
booming of our guns taking the place 
of tbe "wedding march." The bride 
was connected with the nursing de- 
partment, and had for some time pre- 
viously been under Miss Florence 
Nightingale until sent nearer the 
scene of hostilities, where she met and 
fell in love with a corporal in one of 
the regiments of foot. Furthermore, 
one of the functions held in Sebasto- 
pol after its fall was a wedding cere- 
mony between a young lieutenant and 
a Russian j;irl of noble birth who had 
6ome time prior to the event turned 
against her country and eonae over to 
the British camp. She returned to 
England with her husband, who 
eventually became a soldier of some 
repute. 

During the siege of Strasbttrg by 
the Germans in the war of 1870 no 
fewer than 42 weddings were sol- 
emnized in the city even whilst the 
enemy's shells were falling in the 
streets. All of these were safely car- 
ried out despite the perilous sur- 
roundings, and in this case a shell fe*ll 
near the happy couple on their way 
heme from the church, killing tl»e 
bridegroom, amongst a number of 
others. In another instance a shell 
struck the church while the ceremony 
was in progress, bringing down a por- 
tion of the tower, but fortunately no 
one was injured. 

Nursing sisters have frequently 
been wadded to their soldier lovers 
scarcely before the echoes of bottle 
have died away. After the taking of 
Cabul in 1879 and the entry of our 
troops into the city a mosque was 
utilized for this purpose, the service,
